“The victim stated that the occu- 
pants of the vehicle chasing him were 
trying to get him to stop,” Hussey said. 
“The victim continued driving, trying 
to get away from the other vehicle.” 

Chief Hussey said the victim pro- 


The suspect vehicle was a 2018 Jeep 
Renegade. 

The jeep was stopped by Elba Po- 
lice, and two individuals were found 
to be inside, according to Chief Hus- 


sey. 

Dayshon Williams, age 18, of Do- 
than, and Tyshaun Griggs, age 19, of 
Dothan, were both arrested and 
charged with attempted murder. Four 
guns were recovered by police officers 
from the Jeep. 

As of press time this week, both sus- 
pects remained in the Coffee County 
Jail, and there bond had yet to be set. 

Hussey said Monday night’s shoot- 
ing has no connection to the ongoing

They have remaining open 
at the bankruptcy filing - 182 company owned restaurants 
and 116 franchisees. 4890 employees are impacted in the 
company stores alone. In the mid 1950s it was not unusual 
for five or six of us teenager boys, newly away from home, 
to make a late-night trip to Krystal and each order a dozen 
Krystal burgers at one setting. They were a dime apiece and 
a discount on a dozen. The burgers were good and teenage 
boys never get enough to eat. It is hard to believe that after 
all these years their problems are money. 


Alabama legislature is headed back into session . . . hold 
your breath! When the lawmakers are in session, we watch 
with our fingers crossed and hope they don’t go off the deep 
end and pass some bill(s) that will be crippling to the state’s 
economy or to the citizens. 


The legislature is to again have a lottery bill on the table this 
year — actually probably more than one. Representative 
Steve Clouse has announced he will be introducing just such 
a bill this year. In the past several months we have heard of 
other lottery proposals that are designed to benefit one par- 
ticular group while they are all being praised as “for the 
people.” The Atmore Indian folks are good Alabama citizens 
and are doing lots to benefit tribe members and at the same 
time improve the economic wellbeing of the areas in which 
they are operating. They have reportedly offered to put some 
serious money in the state coffers each year for the ‘rights’ 
to operate expanded gambling endeavors. None of that 
means we should give them exclusive rights to lotteries, 
gaming casinos, etc. Past casino bills have all carried some 
sort of favoritism for one group or another and such a clause 
is the death sentence in our book. 


This may get us in real trouble, so we word it carefully. 
There are groups of Americans who are exerting great efforts 
to get more women candidates on the ballots, mainly within 
the Republican Party. Our concern is not over ‘electing 
women’, not at all. Elect men or women, white, black, 
brown, etc., for their abilities to do the job and not their sex, 
race, religion (nor favorite football team). Using any of those 
reasons is using a bias to cure a bias and will never be a per- 
manent solution to any problem.

UNITY IN CHRIST 


We live in a world of divisiveness, not just politically, but 
in other areas, as well. The rules for courtesy and respect 
have certainly changed over time, and some may even say 
the rules are extinct. We tend to blow disagreements out of 
proportion, instead of agreeing to disagree. 

To me, it is particularly disturbing that we have allowed 
these inappropriate ways of disagreeing to enter our spiri- 
tual life. We tend to focus more on our disagreements than 
those issues we agree about. There was a time that common 
ground could be found to function in unity in spite of our 
differences. What happened to those days? 

Well, your answer to this question is as good as any. 

Unfortunately, this division is not limited to the secular 
world; no it affects our non-secular unity, as well. We have 
all heard of, or been a victim of church splits. For those of 
you who did experience one or more of the splits, think for 
just a moment; could the differences have been amiably set- 
tled? Was the cause of the split really important enough to 
trample the reputation of Christ’s Church? Many of you 
can’t even remember what caused the split? 

We sometimes forget that when we stray from God’s 
Word in our churches, including UNITY, we are outside 
God’s will. David explains the pleasantness of unity in 
Psalm 133: 1 - “Behold, how good and how pleasant it is 

Sor brethren to dwell together in unity\” 

You might be thinking, well, my church is united. We are 
on the same page. We are united in our service to the Lord. 

Alright, I will admit that may be true, but what about 
Christians outside your church or of other denominations? 
You see, man created these denominations and doctrine, not 
God. Why can’t we get it through our heads that just be- 
cause a group of people worship differently than us, does 
not make them wrong or any less a faithful Christian? The 
real issue is whether they are worshipping in a fashion that 
does not desecrate God’s instructions for worship. 

In his first epistle to Corinth, the Apostle Paul tells us in 
1:10 —“Now I plead with you, brethren, by the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that you all speak the same thing, and 
that there be no divisions among you, but that you be per- 
fectly joined together in the same mind and in the same 
judgment.” Paul again writes on the subject of unity in his 
letter to the Galatians 3:28 — “There is neither Jew nor 
Greek, there is neither slave nor free, there is neither male 
nor female; for you are all one in Christ Jesus.” 

It was never intended for us to allow our own thoughts 
on doctrine to dictate our Christian walk. Perhaps if we 
would put aside our prejudices against other denominations, 
we could find ourselves to be more like Jesus. 

If you agree with nothing else I have expressed in this 
writing, please remember this; which must apply to ALL 
Christians; our spiritual maturity is not a sprint, it is a mar- 
athon — run your race well! May God richly bless you all.

ADPH joins CDC and others to prevent spread of new coronavirus 


As the first case of a 
novel coronavirus has been 
confirmed in the U.S., the 
Alabama Department of 
Public Health (ADPH) is in 
close communication with 
the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC). CDC is closely 
monitoring an evolving 
outbreak caused by the new 
coronavirus in Wuhan, 
Hubei Province, China. 

Chinese authorities first 
identified the new 
coronavirus, 2019-nCoV, 
which has resulted in more 
than 300 confirmed human 
infections in China with 
several deaths reported. 
Countries, including the 
United States, have been 
actively screening 
incoming travelers from 
‘Wuhan. Exported human 
infections with the novel 
coronavirus have also been 
confirmed to date in 
Thailand, the Republic of 
Korea, and Japan. 

Symptoms of the new 
respiratory virus include 
cough, difficulty breathing, 
fever and, in some patients, 
life-threatening 
pneumonia. Information 
about the illness is limited. 
Healthcare providers in 
Alabama are asked to 
conduct screening of 


with travel to Wuhan, 
China, in the past 14 days 
prior to illness and contact 
ADPH and CDC for 
consultation and guidance. 

County health 
departments are posting 
signs cautioning the public 
experiencing these or any 
flu-like symptoms not to 
enter these facilities. 
People with these 
symptoms should instead 
contact a physician, urgent 
care center, or hospital 
emergency room for 
screening and care. The 


’ ADPH Bureau of Clinical 


Laboratories is prepared to 
Teceive notifications and 
specimens from healthcare 
providers who treat patients 
presumed to meet the 
criteria for 2019-nCoV. 
While severe illness, 
including illness resulting 
in deaths, has been reported 
in China, the CDC reports 
that other patients have had 
milder illness and been 
discharged. Investigations 
are ongoing because this is 
a rapidly evolving 
situation. The confirmation 
that some limited 
person-to-person spread 


with this virus is occurring 


in Asia raises the level of 
concern about this virus, 
but CDC continues to 
believe the risk of 
2019-nCoV to the 
American public at large 
remains low at this time. 
Information will be 
updated as it becomes 
available.

Improve record to 16-6 


Lady Tigers still on a roll 


The Elba Lady Tigers hit 
the road twice last week in 
high school basketball ac- 
tion and posted wins over 
Florala 47-42 and Zion 
Chapel 39-22 to improve 
their record to 16-6.

Elba Elementary encourages pre-registration for First Class Pre-K Program 


Online applications for pre-registra- 
tion into the First Class Pre-K Pro- 
gram — this is Alabama’s Voluntary 
Pre-K Program for Elba Elementary 
School is underway now. 

This is for the 2020-2021 school 
year. 

According to Kenya Martin, coun- 
selor at Elba Elementary School, the 
pre-registration dates are Jan. 15 — 
March 27th. She said forms can be ac- 
cessed online at https://alprek.asap- 
connected.com, and representatives at 
Elba City Schools can provide assis- 
tance in filling out the forms if needed. 

Enrollment is open to all children 
four years of age on or before Sept. 1, 


2020 who are residents of the state of 
Alabama [children who are eligible for 
kindergarten are ineligible for this pro- 
gram]. Enrollees must provide a copy 
of the child’s birth certificate Also, en- 
rollees must provide proof of res- 
idence — either a current utility bills or 
copy of a lease or mortgage. These 
documents may be uploaded into the 
online pre-registration site or sub- 
mitted directly to Elba Elementary 
School, according to Martin. 

There is no registration fee. Upon 
enrollment, the child’s immunization 
record must be provided. 

Acceptance into the First Class Pre- 
K Program will strictly be throush a 


random drawing to be held March 
27th at Elba Elementary School at'9 
a.m.
